Some of the scenes in this antechamber 
are pathetic enough, Every day you may 
gee there men well advanced in years who 
not long ago were on the topmost orest of 
prosperity.

Then 
they could get what they wanted by sim- 
ply asking for it, Now they are out at the 
heels, They bravely try to hide age and 
poverty and decrepitude and despair. They 
put on a bold front.

They laugh with a forced laugh, 
and smile with a smile that is painful. 
But they keep their eyes on the door, and 
if you look carefully you can see a wild, 
despairing look in those eyes.

They want 
to know who sees the president and what 
about, and right ingenious and faithful 
are they in the discharge of their duties. 
There is no other place for them to work 
than here in the midst of all this hurly 
burly, , When the employees of the exocu- 
tive mansion, the clerks and correspond- 
snts and télegraph operators and others— 
for it takes a large force to attend 
to the president’s mail—wish to go to the 
office of Secretary Porter or to the presi- 
dent’s room, they must push their way 
through the crowd.

The street railway hearing on Satur- 
day emphasized only one thing, and 
that was, the strong desire of Ballard- 
vale for street railway connection with 
Andover and Lawrence.

The way for Ballaidvaleites to 
get an electric railroad, does not seem 
to us to be in their continued coercion. 
It rather seems to be possible for the 
realization of their wishes to come, by 
their presentation of the usual valid 
reasons for investing money in street 
car line extensions; viz, a thriving 
village, near 10 a large gity, unde- 
veloped property to be improved by the 
better transportation, a probability of

A fair sized and representative audi- 
ence listened to an interesting lecture on 
Forestry in the Town Hall. Monday even- 
ing, del by Harry S. Graves and 

ven under the auspices of the Village 
mprovement Society. Mr. Graves was 
introduced to the audience by President 
Albert Poor of the Societys and the 
former soon convinced his hearers that 
he was thoroughly at home with his 
subject. He cally described the 
great 3 Which originally 
covered the whole continent of America 
except in a few places, and the cause of 
the rapid destruction of these great 


growths. 
By a series of fine stereopticon views 
he illustrated a travel tree talk from 


‘California to the Atlantic showing the 


many tree wonders, which are found 
west of the Rocky Mountains. Some of 
these gigantic trees were fifteen feet in 
diameter and attained a height of 300 
feet. The “lecturer deprecated the 
wanton destruction of forests which 
8 now going on and said that unless 
steps are taken to regenerate the 
forests, to protect the saplings from 
destruction by fire our land would soon 
be denuded of its trees. Each year 
millions upon millions of forest land were 
burned over, and he showed several 
pictures of the great destruction caused 
in the forests by the all-devouring 
element. No efforts were made to put 
these fires out when they started, and 
only when the homes of some on the 
burning port m were threatened would 
they turn out to fight the flames. 

He cautioned the farmer against the 
indiscriminate burning of the brushland 
on his farm. A proper care exercised in 
the destruction of sh growth would 
in time result in the raising of beautiful 
trees which now perish in the general 
destruction, 

The great strides made by the rail- 
roads have induced lumber men to invest 
in whole tracts of forests, aud when the 
time for cutting the trees came,the result 
was that every marketable tree has 
been cnt down, no proper regard has 
been paid tothe new growth, the old 
stumps have been cut in such a careless 
fashion that they have died, and desolate 
wastes are the result, with here and there 
clumps of twisted and deformed young 
scrubs. Mr. Graves showed several 
views illustrating the different methods 
employed in cutting the stumps, and 
also the correct manner, the latter ensur- 
ing a new growth of wood. He strongly 
advocated the better 5 of our 
forests and illustrated his ideas by pict- 
ures from Germany showing how well 
the trees are cared for in that country 
and what rapid strides forestry had 
taken. 

At the close of his remarks Mr. Graves 
Was AN 1 7 aud on the 
motion of Albert Poor was accorded the 
thanks of the 8 Society for 
his instructive talk. ;
